PLAGUE-PREVENTION WORK. 

INFECTED GROUND SQUIRRELS. 

During the week ended April 29, 1911, the finding of 4 plague- 
infected ground squirrels was reported as follows: In Alameda 
County, Cal., at Carr ranch, 1£ miles northeast of San Leandro, April 
17, 1 squirrel and April 18, at M. J. Cull ranch, 1% miles north of Hay- 
wards, 2 squirrels; in San Joaquin County, Cal., April 21, at E. D. 
Moulton ranch, 1 mile northwest of Ripon, 1 squirrel. 

DISTRIBUTION OP POISON. 

In connection with the making of a squirrel-free zone around the 
cities of California on San Francisco Bay 2,300 acres of land in Ala- 
meda County were covered with poison during the week ended April 
29, 1911.
